ORIGIN OF THAyKSGIVim 

The date of the first observance of 

thin distinctively American institution 
haa been a matter of some dispute. A 
writer in an exchange haa been to 
some trouble to a.-certain the facts and 
state* them as follows: 

The first observant-- of a day of 
thanksgiving, formally recommended 
by the civil authorities, occurred in 
Leyden, Holland, October 3, 1675, it 
being the first anniversary of the de- 
liverance of that city from siege. 

In July, IBM, a day of faatlng and 
prayer was appointed on account of 
drought. Rain came abundantly while 
they Were praying, and the governor 
appointed a day of thanksgiving which 
was observed with religious exercise* 
The I harlestown records show a sim- 
ilar change of fast day into Thanks 
glvlng in lrt.11, on account of the ar- 
rival of supplies from Ireland. 

Dr. Franklin tells us that in a time 
of great despondency among the set- 
tlers of New England it was proposed 
In one of their public meetings to pao- 
claim a feat. An aged farmer rose and 
spoke of their provoking heaven with 
their complaints, and of the cause 
they had for thanksgiving- He then 
made a motion that instead of appoint- 
ing a day of fasting, they should ap- 
point a day of thanksgiving. The 
assembly readily agreed. 

Massachusettes Bay was tbe first of 
the coloniea to appoint an annual 
thanksgiving by the proclamation of 
the English governor During the revo- 
lution Thanksgiving day wasa national 
Institution, being annually recom- 
mended by congress, but aft«r the gen- 
eral Thanksgiving for peaee in 1784 
there was no national appointment un- 
til 17H9, when Washington, by requeat 
of congress, recommended a day of 
Thanksgiving for the adoption of the 
constitution. Washington issued a aec- 
ond proclamation of Thanksgiving in 
1795 on account of the suppression of 
insurrection President Madison, by 
the request of congress, recommended 
a Thanksgiving for peace in 1815 Bnt 
the official recommendation of a day 
for the giving of thanks waa mainly 
confined to New England uatil the 
year 1817, after which date it was regu- 
larly appointed by the governor of 
New York. In 1855 <k>v. Johnson, of 
Virginia, recommended a day of 
thanksgiving; but in ls.VT Gov. Wise, 
when requested to do so, publicly de- 
clined, on the ground that he was not 
authorized to interfere in religions 
matters. During the civil war, in 1803 
and ltM4. President Lincoln issued 
proclamations recommending annual 
Thanksgivings Sine* then a procla- 
mation has been issued annually by the 
president as well as by the governor* 
of the states and the , mayors of the 
principal cities Custom Axes the time 
aa the last Thursday in November. 

It is well for us all to pause a little 
in the mad whirl of business or work 
or pleasure, and think of the blessing* 
which have crowned the year, and lift 
up our heart* in special thanksgiving.

VVA»HiRero!t, Nov. na- 
tion with the strong presentation by 
Secretary Herbert of the necessity for 
the procurement of a number of new 
torpedo boats, a proposition has been 
made to him whereby the navy may 
l>e made very popular in the vaat inter- 
ior of the I'nited States, where It la 
now almost unknown, and, more in 
portant still, the navy may hold at H 
disposal a large force of trained sal 
ors, peculiarly expert in the torpedo 
service, which there is now no adequate 
opportunity to develop. 

The plan in brief is for the govern- 
ment to build a large number of tor- 
pedo boats and to lend them to the 
states' naval militia to be used at an; 
point on the river, lake, or even canal 
where water may be found to navigate 
them. There are not rr 
where the smaller boats of this kind 
may not find some water to navigate, 
and, with the inducement of the free 
use of such a craft, it is not douhte< 
that naval militiamen will be forth 
coming in states where there is ni 
other means of drilling them Torn 
pctcnt engineers and ordnance officer 
would lie detailed to instruct the mil i 
tia in the use of these boats, and the 
men would be free to avail of them for 
drills and even for excursion 
the understanding that they should 
employ no outside help, but would per- 
form every office on the boat them- 
selves, steering, fil ing anil running the 
engines. 

It has already been established that 
the smaller torpedo boats cun I* moved 
from point to point quickly by rail, so 
that in case of war a great number of 
these indispensable crafts could be 
concentrated at any threatened point 
on our coast, all manned by crews 
thoroughly familiar with their bouts 
and expert in torpedo drill, consti- 
tuting an adjunct, of almost inestima- 
ble value. One of the strongest fea- 
tures of the plan, which, of course, 
would require congressional sanction, 
is that owing to cheapness of the small 
torpedo boats as compared with a full 
sized war ship, a very moderate appro 
priation, not more than would be re 
quired to build one battleship.
